LIBRARY REPORT, 


We commenced the year with 489 books on the shelves 
of the library, and with 69 cards in use there had been 309 books 
taken trom the library during the six months it had been open. 
At the annual March meeting of 1893 the town voted $25 for 
books in addition to the annual appropriation required by law. 

We have added 80 books the past year and the Century 
and Harper’s magazines for 1894, giving us at present 569 
books. 

There are in use now 162 cards and 1,337 books have been 
taken from the library during the year just closed. 

I would recommend that there be at least $35 appropriated 
annually making the whole appropriation $50, as it will require 
as much as that at least to keep the library up to the times.
